Letter from the Federal Capital. 


WAsnnrofhx, April 10, 1SC5. 


Editor*- Gazette.—" Office closed," is 


the vrord passing through the spacious 
hulls of the Interior Department. One 
week ago to-day the news came of the fall 
of Petersburg, and as the word passed from 
room to room the 300 clerks of that depart- 
ment poured into the halls, a joyous and 
happy crowd, but soonVas added, "Rich- 
mond has tallen," and then cheers and 
shouts rent the air, 
and all wildly rushed 


to t!i« scutii front of the building and lis- 
teneJ to speeches from Secretary Usher 
and Commissioner Holloway, und then 
closed by singing " Rally round the Flag," 
and "John Brown is marching on." Then 
the office was closed and we all joined the 
equally happy crowds that thronged the 
streets and called on Secretary Sevrard and 
Stanton, Vice-President Johnson, General 
Butler, and others. Washington was vir- 
tually demoralized and intoxicated with 
.i»y- 


On the day succeedinir came the illunii- 


n.iticm which -.vns a -;rand afi'air, though I 
am unable to give any description from ac- 
tual seeing, ns I was too unwell to spend 
mush time in the streets. From my stand 
ji-jint I can only say that it appeared as if 
nil Washington.wii-ii'ut of doors. RO dense 
was the crowd that thronged the Avenue. 


When the news came of the capture of 


Ewall and'others,, it was belicvd that 
Robert E. Lee -was among the number. 
Of course, though it was rainy, weather, no 
oifioft drudgery could confine us to onr 
desks, we rushed forth to learn the trutli 
of the report.?. 


This m >rning before u a. m., the boom- 


ing cannon announced ;i victory, and upon 
passing d'T.vn street tlie welcome nevrs 
was heralded far snd wido, " Lc-p has sur- 
rendered Ins army/' 
(jlori'mt! and joyful 


news—the harbinger of peace .soon to come 
with all.h'jrLlcjsings—no urjrc drafts— 
low prices—a return of fathers ID wife and 
children—-;f brother* u- sisters—«f son to 
mother—awl lover to sweetheart. 
But, 


alas! many shall never return—for they 
sleep the last sleep—for they -bars died 
that the nation might live forever. 


Upon the meeting .of the clerks of the 


Treasury'Department,- a general joy seem- 
ed t> prcvade the entire mass. 
Over 1,000 


clerks wandered through the halls of that 
immense edifice, singing, shouting and 
shaking hand?. The Secretary, finding 
that his force was completely demoraliz- 
ed, ordered the building to. bo--.cleared, 
and the joyous crowd were allowed anoth- 
er holiday. 


The end is near at hand. A few days 


at the farthest will bring the joyful new§ 
of the surrender or- dispersal of Johnston's 
fnrces by Sherman, and of the surrender 
of Mobile, -and thus, on or before the first 
of May, all armed resistanac cast of the 
Mississippi will be broken up, except a few 
brigands and robbers, whom the people of 
the South will find it for their interest to 
help suppress and exterminate as spepdly 
as possible. 


The general impression of Robert E. 


Lee, has been that he was a humane man. 
This impression has been much weakened 
by his course in attacking Fort Stcadman 
while propositions were pending before 
Mr. Lincoln for an interview between Gen- 
erals Grant and Lee, thus abruptly termi- 
nating all hope of a pacific settlement of 
the contest. By this act General Lee has 
rendered himself responsible for the de- 
struction of at least 30,000 lives in the bat- 
tles that have since taken place. It is ev- 
ident that he long since believed the cause 
of the Confederacy hopeless, and had he 
been the humane man he has beensuppos 
ed to be, he should have arrested the 
mad Davis and put an end to the con- 
flict. By not so doing he has forfeited all 
claims to be considered in any better liaht 
than Davis himself. 


It is a singular fact that in no instance 


during this rebellion has the Stars and 
Stripes ever floated from the Smithsonian 
Institute. The fact causes some very se- 
vere criticisms to be madcon Prof. Henry, 
aud he is regarded ns one of those who 
would have been pleased to see the rebel- 
lion successful. If sneh proves to be the 
fact he should be hurled from his position, 
aslicad of th'U institution. 


Mr. Lincoln has returned to the Capital 


after an absence of nearly throo -weeks. 
Owing to the severe strain his mind has 
been subjected to for four years it has been 
absolutely necessary for him to se«-k rest. 
The strain is withdrawn in a mnj'.fure So 
far as public.responsibility is concerned, 
but there is danger of his breaking down 
unless he cin be freed from the pressure 
of office seekers, who importune him al- 
most to Jcn'li, Ofiicc seekers bad better 
keep away for it is generally understock 
hero that Mr. Lincoln does not purpose 
making any general changes iti his publi' 
officials. 
Where officers have been fount: 


incompetent removals will no doubt be 
made. 


The ctacuation of Washington has be- 


gun. 
General Casey and his board ol 


examiners have been removed to Richmond 
to organize colored regiments, and it is 
believed that city will be made the base of 
all military operations for the suppression 
of guerrilla warfare in Virginia and North 
Carolina, If BO it will cause the depart, 
ure from here of many thousands of camp 
followers, to the great regret of landlords 
and the greater joy of tenants. 


Many may not appreciate the wild man- 


ifestations of joy manifested by the clerks 
here over the downfall of the rebellion. ] 
would eay to nuulj, come here and try to 
live ou §1200 and $1400, or even $1(300 
per annum. 
Congress refused to grant us 


relief. Grant and Sheridan, with Sher- 
man's co-operation, have done for us what 
Congress would not. They have materi- 
ally increased our nieaus of living. Wo 
now hope for a speedy closing out of the 
debris and wreck of the C. S. A., so that 
the 10,000 to 15,000 refugees nowhere; 
may go back to their homes n the South, 


and thus leave tcnantlcfs over 1000 of the 
houses now occupied by them as tempora- 
ry homes. 


A prominent citizen of Wisconsin re 


cently here, desires to sell out his fine farm 
at home, with a view to removing South, 
be feeling that the northern climate is too 
severe for him in his declining years. The 
idea of emigration to the South i* likely to 
become a mauia ere long, to the detriment ' 
and injury of the Northwest. 


Sherman's army have exploded one the- 


ory with regard to the South, " that has 
been very prevalent, to-wit: that North- 
ern people cannot stand th"e Southern cli- 
mate as laborers. 
They have tried at all 


seasons of the year, under all circumstan- 
ces, through swamps and every where else, 
building corduroy roads, and performing 
other labor as hard as men are likely to 
be called upon to labor in agricultural or 
mechanical pursuits. They are as healthy 
and hearty as men need to be. 


This testimony I have from a gentleman, 


an inmate of a rebel prison in Columbia. 
S. C., for over a year, who came with that 
army from Columbia to Fayettevilh?, and 
knows where of he speaks. The soldiers 
bad much to say in his presence on that 
question, and considered that they had put 
it to a pretty thorough test and forever 
settled it.

MAJOR GUXEKAI. SHERIDAN'. 


General Phil. Sheridan, among Grant's 


Field Marshal?, seems to have carried off 
the honors of the terrible battles about Pe- 
tersburg. His capture of 5,1100 prisoners 
in the second day's fight \va« planned with 
his usual notion of forcing the fighting, 
and was executed with no less precision 
than audacity. His military career exhib- 
its a remarkable series of sreat successes 
on the battle-field ; some of them wrung 
from defeat, under circumstances that 
would have overwhelmed a less fiery sol- 
dier. In 1801, then a Colonel of cavalry, 
he routed Chalmers. At Murfrce.-bor.'i.'it 
was his division, brought to the nlout 
face, that stayed the furious charge on 
Rosecrans' right. At Chickamauga, af- 
ter his division had been crushed, as it 
moved by the flank, in obedienco to orders, 
to take a position farther to the left, he re- 
gathered the fragments of theVholc right 
wing and took them straight to the un- 
daunted Thomas. At Mission Fudge, his 
division was in the storming column that 
carried the mountain, nnd 1'hil. led it. 
The history of his Valley campaign i* 
fresh in the minds of our readers. Close 
upon its heels follows his late ruinous raid, 
andalmost before wo are done reading it, 
we find him giving the coup jml; to the 
enemy in the most decisive and, perhaps, 
most glorious victory of the war. 


General Sheridan is a perfect soldier.

(JKXEKiL SLOCUII'S VICTORY. 


Tlie Battle at Benlousvitie—Magnlfi- 


centFlglitliiB-Tlilrty.aTeThoni.nd 
Rebel* oppoted t« Slocam-i Armv— 
How They were Whipped. 


The New York Herald 
under the 


liea.l of "Slocum's Victories," gives a 
lengthy account, accompanied by a map, 
of that General's march from Fayetteville 
to Goldsboro, from which we extract the 
portion relating to the hard-fought contest 
of Bentonsville: 


The "bummers" of the Fourteenth 


Corps skirmished with the rebels over 
many miles of road, keeping them at a 
respectful distance from the head of our 
column. 
One evening, just as the sun 


went down, the rebels fired a cannon they 
had, and by an unlucky shot wounded a 
couple of these foragers and killed four 
horses. 
They^ then hastily retired with 


their gun. buch skirmishes were com- 
mon ; but the march of the left win" was 
not impeded by them till the morning of 
the 19th, when the foragers sent back word 
to Gen. Cariin, who was in advance, that 
the enemy would not budge. A couple of 
regiments from Hobart's brigade were de- 
ployed to dislodge the enemy; and they 
•did it handsomely, pursuing them as they 
ran. 
About nine o'clock on the morning 


of the 19th the skirmishers of Cariin's di- 
vision found an advanced line of the ene- 
my near the junction of Mill Creek with 
Hannah^ Run. perhaps three miles from 
the spot on the map known as Bentonsville. 
The enemy used artillery on Cariin's line 
as it advanced, indicating that the cavalry 
were disposed to make a longer and more 
stubborn stand here than before. Still, 
believing there was nothing in front but 
cavalry behind a hastily built line offence 
rails, Cariin deployed a couple of brigades 
—Buell's and Hobart's—to drive them 
away. 


THE REBELS. BEFl>C TO HE DRIVEN. 


Tiirt brigades advanced, briskly engaged 


the enemy, and discovered from their heavy 
fire, buih musketry and artillerv, that the 
rebels wore not to'be ilislndgctTso easily. 
General; Slouuu and Jeff. C. D.wis went 
down into tiie swamp to examine the thing 
and i:(.r.!-'r with Cariin. An hour later 
Morgan's (Second) division, Fourteenth 
Corps, lui'lgot into position on the right of 
thu road air.! was preparing to assist. The 
report began to prevail that the left wing

]i.ir;;tiurij wuro made- to remove it.

IL-S..-I at tlie strength they displayed. They 
-•onfronted both of Jeff. C. Davis' divisions 
with .1 solid lino of gray coats behind good 
earthworks, and Morgan reported that 
they etrctcht'd far behind his right. The 
'r;:£gle for the Goldsboro road promised 
->bc a t-evero one, so Jackson's division. 
Twentieth Corps, was put into line on the 
left 'if the rnad, "in case it was needed.'' 
Staff officers were tent back on the road at 
their, greatest speed to hurry up Ward's 
division. Capt. Moscley, the last one of 
several pent with the same message, met 
the old warrior a couple of niiles back. 
Ward laughingly motioned him awav, as 
if he already knew the message bv lieart, 
urged his horse into a brisker walk, and 
the F-.vrating men of the Third Division 
pricked up to keep in sight of their General. 
Ward and his men never walk dow to- 
ward the s mnd of an enemy's gun?. They 
arrived at Morris's house at one o'clock, 
and Slo-.'um'.s available furce—f mr divi- 
sion* of infantry, were on the field. Dus- 
tan's and Case's brigades were put in re- 
serve on the left of the line, while Coggs- 
well'ri was put in the Fourteenth Corps' 
line, between Cariin and Morgan, at the 
wise suggestion of Jeff. C. Davis. 


CAKUN- FEEI.S FOR A FI.AXK. 


When i lie troops were disposed satisfac- 


torily for attack or defense, Gen. Cariin 
took Knell's brigade, of his division, and 
movi-d off through the woods, more than a 
mile to the front and left, in search of the 
cncmj's right flank. He found tho ene- 
my, but did not reach the end of their line. 
The ni jvoount re-raltel disaitL-ms'y for 
Bu-H's brigade. The rebels Icf: their 
works and came down on Buell in swarm?. 
It wai afterwards ascertained that the at- 
tacking column of Joe Johnston's army, 
consisting nf three divisions massed, burst 
forth upon Buell as ho appeared in front 
of them. His brigade was overpowered 
and forced back through the swamp in 
some disorder. Gen. Buell had two horses 
killed under him while endeavoring co ral- 
his men 
The mass of rebels moved irre- 


sistibly on, enveloping three puns of 
Staekhoore's Nineteenth Indiana Battery, 
pressed Hobart's brigade and Robinson's 
brigade out of tlie woods into the open 
field where Morris' house was situated. 
They had gained half a mile of ground, 
four hundred prisoners and three gims by 
this vigorous assault. 


CENEKAL SI.Oi.TM FORMS A NEW LINK.

MSPOSlTlOJf OF THE TROOl'S. 


Tin.- line at two o'clock p. m., when all 


the tioor.5 were in position, was about 
two miles long, the four divisions being 
disposed of as follows :—Morgan's threo 
brigades ou the right, then Cogswell's bri- 
gade, Third division, Twentieth corps; 
Cariin's division, Fourteenth corps ; next 
Jackson's division, Twentieth corps, with 
Ward's division on the left. 
Kilpatrick's 


cavalry was massed in the rear of the left, 
•jnariling the pnths which led to our trains. 
Five batteries of artillery were put in po- 
sition iu the open field near Morris' hnuse. 


TIIE FIVE GRAND ATTEMPTS. 


Dining the day the enemy made five 


grand attempts to pierce the line at differ- 
ent points.' The first one uf these attempts 
was directed against that point of the line 
held by Coggswell's brigade and the left 
brigade 
of Morgan—the incomparable 


.Second—comniandcd by Brigadier Gener- 
al John G. Mitchell, 
Hardce and Iloke 


led the charge. The rebels came through 
the woods gallantly enough, with arms 
trailed or at right shoulder, firing but lit- 
tle, as if determined to crush in our line 
by mere weight of men and metal. 
They 


were received with a furious fire, but they 
bowed their heads and came on. 
They 


penetrated between Coggswell and Mitch- 


ell, and got to the rear of Mitchell's bri- 
gade, but neither gave way. 
The fighting f 


that took place here was most terrific. ' 
Mitchell faced his line where the enemy ' 
came in most strength, and eventually had 
his brigade in the form of a parallelogram, 
fighting on all sides. 
Coggswell's men 


lay 111 thu water, and fired at the rebels 
wherever they could be seen. The enemy 
passed around Mitchell and struck Van- 
derver's and Fearing's brigades in the 
rear, pres^ng them so hard that the boys 
in blue were forced to jump over their 
breastworks to repel the assaults in their 
rear. 
In one of these assaults, Colonel 


Drummond, Fourteenth Michigan, captur- 
ed an officer, who gave his name as Gener- 
al Iloke. 
He was dismounted, his fine 


ejuiptuents taken from him, and he was 
sent to the rear, in charge of a squad of 
men. To escane in the melee was compar- 
atively easy, and Iloke has not yet report- 
ed as a prisoner of war. 
Captured rebels 


say Hardee and staff were at one time in 
the rear of our lines. 


DETERMINATION* OF TIIE ENE1IY. 


The rebels fought with spirit and deter- 


mination all the afternoon. 
In front of 


Coggswell's brigade their line was relieved 
three ti mes, and fresh troops sent in. A'ig- 
orous charges were made at other points, 
but nowhere did our line waver. Late in 
the afternoon their cavalry appeared on 
our left inconsiderable force, threatening 
our wagon trains. 
Dustan and Case, of 


Ward's division, with one of Kilpatrick's 
brigades, blocked the game, however, and 
nothing further was seen of rebel cavalry 
during the Bentonsville fight. 


THE LAST CHARGE. 


The rebels massed for final effort, emerg- 


ed from the woods in front of Jackson and 
Cariin just as the sun went down. 
They 


came into Morris's open fields silently, 
without that yell, universally accounted 
part of a rebel charge, and marched stead- 
ily on towards Robinson and the five bat- 
teries. They were received with the heav- 
iest musketry Ilobinson and 
Selfridge 


could give them, at which many of the 
gray mass put up their hands deprceating- 
ly. as I hiivo seen, " bummers " do while 
fighting bees. The exertions of their offi- 
cers, who were really active and truly 
brave, brought them" on in some kind of 
order past a point where Hawley's (Jack- 
son's left brigade) could get a Hunk fire 
on them. This added to their mi? cry ; 
yet they stjod it bravely aud came on. "it 
was a uritK-'il mum^iit behind our line. 
SlinMim >to:.il motionless aud speechless 
near tin: bnttcries, intently watching Jtob- 
inson'.-i thin line : Williams looked on as 
confident n-i ever in the tenacity of the 
red r-tar division ; Jeff. C. Davis, pugna- 
cious us at Caickamsuiga, watched =the 
wo >ds, and listened for sounds from Cur- 
lin_ and Morgan; Kiipatriek, who was a 
visitor, s'lowcd all his splendid teeth in a 
smile of admiration at the "way those men 
ffiigli', ah.l slaoped his thigha ecstatical- 
ly vr'ien the rebels were checked. 
The 


tine |.aU<jrif."j then opened at a distance less 
tha;i s.c-.eu hundred yards, throwing can- 
ister and spherical ca=e into the wavcriii" 
mass of rebels, the discharges being a? 
rapid for a time as the ticks of a lever 
watch. Smoke settled down over the guns 
as it gie-.v dark, and the Ihuhcs seen 
through it seemed like a steady burning 
fire, and powder and peach blussoms per- 
fumed the air. 


Captain Winegar, of the Buffalo battery, 


who '-drew a good bow" at Gettysburg 
and (.'luiM-tfllorsville, says h« never wi° 
ncss.-d siu-h artillery firing. The enemy 
retired l.n.-tily and in confusion, and one 
hour later not a shot was heard along the 
line. Gen. Slocum ordered his tent-fly 
piteb'-d near the spot where his headquar- 
ters liud been, and slept quietly on the 
ground the left wing had won. 


GENERAL SHERMAN CONCENTRATES IN JOE 


JOHNSTON'S FRONT. 


During Sunday's fight General Slocum 


sent four messengers to General Sherman, 
setting forth that the left wing had been 
pounced iijwn by Johnston's entire army, 
and a-kcd for assistance. 


General Sherman moved troops rapidly 


forward when General Slocum's second or 
third dis-patch managed to find him. 
At 


daybreak on the morning of the 20th Maj. 
General llazen's divisiou of the Fifteenth 
Corps, Geary's of the Twentieth Corps and 
Baird's of the Fourteenth Corps, reported 
on the field, having marched all night 
from noiv Goldsboro road, where the train 
were moving. General Howard, with Lo- 
gan's and Blair's Corps, came up on the 
rigl.t, by way of Cox's bridge, and at noon 
of the 'JJjh Sherman's army was in line 
before JMC Johnston, outnumbering him 
two to one. The enemy abandoned the 
line facing west during the night of the 
10th, and took up one facing south, yet not 
exactly uncovering the road to Goldsboro, 
over whi'.-Ii the left wing must travel. Mor- 
gan moved up and forced the new line. 
IluzC'.i's division went in on the riaht, and 
tbeciinncution was complete. During the 
afternoon of tne 20th Logan'o Corps pressed 
up in froi!t, while General Mower's divi- 
sion, of Blair's corps, attacked and carried 
a couple of lines on the right. They pen- 
etrated to a point where they could Lear 
cur wounded cheer in the rebei hospitals, 
when they were stopped by darkness and 
a line they could not carry. Monday night 
Johnston left, bag and baggage, burning 
the bridges over Mill creek. 
Logan's 


Corps went into Bentocsville and brought 
off a large number of our wounded left by 
the eneniy in his hasty flight. Many of 
their wounded were found and paroled, 
and everywhere along the line of their re- 
treat dead rebels were found. Ono of 
Sti;ekhou.se'a gun?, Justin the fight of Sun- 
day, was recovered in the woods, llebel 
statements sho*v their loss to be five 
'thousand killed and wounded. I do not 
doubt it, for no point could be selected in 
that piua wo'-ds where rebel dead were not 
iu view. Our loss will probably reach fifteen 
hundred killed, wounded and prisoners.

mated at thirty-five thousand men. It 
may console them to know that they were 
whipped by nine brigades of infantry, one 
of cavalry, and five batteries of artillery.
